Sacramento, February 9, L8S1. 
The Senate m et in regular session a t 10 a 
m., 
President Mansfield in the chair, 
ttoli called; quo­ 
rum present. 
Messages from th e Assembly coming up for con 
gideration, the Senate concurred in the Assembly's 
am endm ents lo S. B. 78. relative to the collection of 
poll taxes, by a vote of 30 to *2. 
The following bills were introduced : 
By Air. Byrnes—To protect the people of the State 
against the danger **l temjxirary or emotional in­ 
sanity. 
Judiciary. 
By Mr. U ia sk -To perm it the voters o f every 
county, eitv, town a d township in this State to 
vote on and thereby to determ ine the question of 
granting licensee to sell intoxicating liquor w ithin 
its limits. 
Judiciary. 
By Mr. N et mass— Concurrent resolution relative 
to protecting adopted citizens who are natives of 
Costa hie». 
Federal Relations. 
By 51r. C a r lock—To provide for the re m o v a l of 
obstructions t P itt river, between Pittsville, Shasta 
county, and Thom psons br.dge and Big Valley, 
Lassen county, so as to enable shad to reach its 
head waters and its tributaries. 
Mr. J o h n so n, in accordance with his notice of the 
day prov iou«, moved to reconsider the vote whereby 
S. B. 27 had been rej**aled. 
M r. H il l m o v e d th a t th e m o tio n h e laid o n th e 
ta b le . 
Mr. H ill’s m o tio n p re v a ile d b y a v o te o f 27 to 1*2. 
Mr. H ill o ffered t h e fo> o w in g resolution: 
Resolved, That the Secretary of the Senate be 
and is herebj- instructed to transm it S’. B. 27 t . the 
Assembly immediately on the m eeting of that body 
to-day. 
A n a n im a te d d isc u ssio n fo llo w ed , S e n a to rs J o h n ­ 


so n, C h a s e, T ra y lo r a n d E x o s o p p o sin g the re s o lu ­ 
tio n , a n d S e n a to rs H il l am i W e st gpeafcing in its 
fav o r. 
Mr. Johnson 3aid that the resolution was a reflec­ 
tion upon th e Secretary, and entirely uncalled for. 
as the Secretan’ had never delayer! a 1 ill. It se em e d 
t » him th at the mover of the resolution did not u n ­ 
derstand the full purport of th e m atter. 
He said 
th at the Senator from Santa Clara ought to intro­ 
duce another bug bill in order to get the bug? out 
of the brains of the Senators from Monterey and 
Los Argeles. 
Mr. H .ll replied by saying that, in consequence 
of the personal innuendoes of the Senator from the 
Eighteenth, he would say th at he had been re­ 
quested to introduce the resolution by the Secretary 
of the Senate himself. 
Mr. J o h n so n, after exclaiming that the Secretary 
was an ass, ajHjlogizod for his rem arks to the Sen­ 
ators, and said they would never have been made 
had he known of the foolishness of the* Secretary. 
Mr. Hill’s resolution was adopted. 
The Committee on Agriculture reported bills as 
follows: S. B. 82, w ithout recommendation ; s. B. 
14, author have leave to withdraw ; S. B. *244, be 
referred to the Committee on State Prisons ; S. B. 
*24:), passage ; S. B. 300, author have leave to w ith­ 
draw ; A. B. 123, passage as amended ; S. C. R. 28, 
passage. 
The Senate 
Committee on Federal Relations 
recommended the passage of S. J. R. 4. relative to 
the improvement of the Mokelumne river. 
The Committee on Engrossment reported as cor­ 
rectly engrossed S. Bs. 12 and 245. 
The following communication was here read by 
the Assistant Secretary : 
I hereby tender my resignation as Secretar > of 
the Senate. 
M. D. BORUCK. 
No action was taken on the communication. 
Mr. T raylor offered the following: 
Resolved, That th e Sergeaut-at-Arms he, and is 
hereby, authorized to appoint a committee-room 
porter at a per diem of $4, payable out of the appro­ 
priation for the contingent expenses of the Senate. 
8. B. 330, to provide a contingent fund for the 
Legislature (by Mr. Zuck), was ordered engrossed. 
S. B. 10, to govern the practice of medicine in the 
State of California, and defining who are legal 
physicians and surgeons (by Mr. Hudson), which 
had been reconsidered, on motion of Mr. Johnson, 
was taken up. 
Mr. H udso n spoke in advocacy of his bill, saying 
th at the law now on the statute books was abaci 
one and should be abrogated. 
It was undeniably 
shaped in the i terest of a certain class of doctors, 
and had l>ecn so cunningly devised bv them as to 
secure to themselves through a Board of Examiners 
powers the most ext. aordinary and autocratic. 
The speaker gave a detailed description of the way 
in w’hich the present law could be abused. 
A large 
portion of the medical men at large were noble and 
high-minded gentlemen, capable of generous acts, 
yet if their medical creed were called in question 
they would bristle with points of antagonism as 
sharp as porcupine quills. 
Their medical creed was 
more a m atter of faith than of fact. 
Medicine was 
not a science, and there could be uo fixed standard 
so long as there were so many imperfect systems 
The present law of California was a compound of 
three of these crude system s—a kind of triangle. 
The 
custom 
of 
bleeding 
had 
sent 
num ­ 
berless 
victims 
to 
a 
prem ature 
grave. 
General W ashington and I ord Byron were distin­ 
guished victims of this medical fashion of the day. 
Practice was constantly changing, and it was futile 
to fix any penalties; ai d there are m ethods of nra- - 
tice taught still as erroneous uud injurious as the 
phlcb toiny <>f the past. 
Fashion ruled in medicine 
almost as much as in social life, and a few years airo 
sarsaparilla was the universal panacea. 
Ii then en­ 
tered into the daily prescriptions of nearh all popu­ 
lar practitioner®, but now it was moideriug on the 
shelf and considered nearly inert. From the system 
of starvation once in vogue in ca^es of wasting dis­ 
eases, like typhoid fever, the medical fraternity bad 
so far departed th at wine and whisky in large doses 
were now the fashionable remedies for such diseases, 
and a first-class physic an had ordered a pint of 
whisky a day for n child ten years old. 
Medical 
men were drifting blindly in unknown directions. 
The existing law was intended to prevent quackery, 
but it accomplished no such result. The groat State 
of Massachusetts had no law against quackery. 
Thc-f they recognized the fact th at the pract ce of 
medicine was too uncertain and im m ature to claim 
for it any scientific standard. 
The bill he offered 
was a rair and ju st one, and he sincerely trusted it 
would pass to e grossment. 
Mr. R owf.ll spoke briefly in favor of the existing 
law. 
He said th at the bill had been thoroughly dis­ 
cussed h<»th during the last and the pr esent session, 
and he had no disposition to prolong its considera 
tion. The pending bill was an alt» k on t.ie present 
law, uncalled for by either the medical fraternity or 
the pe -pie of the btato. 
In his opinion it was a had 
bill. 
He hail no doubt of Dr. Hudson’s sincerity in 
introducing it, but he hoped th at the St natc \v mid 
term inate the m atter as soou as p ssible by refusing 
its engrossment. 
D rf. L a m pson a m i 
P a r i kk a rg u e d a g a in s t th e 
b ill, re p e a te d t h e ir re a so n s, as fo rm e rly s ta te d , w h y 
it sh o u ld n o t beco m e a law. 
Mr. Chenky said that in his opinion the bill ac­ 
complished all th at was necessary. 
It protected the 
people from quacks and quackery by providing that 
no one could practice medicine or use the title Dr., 
or M. D., unless he made a deposition under oath 
that he was a graduate from a legally chartered 
medical college, with a full corps of professors. The 
si caker related an iucidcnt from his experience, 
dem onstrating th at the law was not held in popular 
favor 
A .Sacramento physician who had treated 
him was arreste.t under the law. 
He offered hi» 
services a? counselor on the score of friendship. 
A 
host of witnesses were ready topttest the physician’s 
skill, bu t under the ruling of the Court the testi­ 
mony WAe excluded. The jury brought in a verdict 
of not guilty, and the Court room trem bled with 
thunders of applause. 
Mr. Sattherwhite, w hen he heard doctors being 
discussed, he could not refrain from giving his own 
experience with them . 
He had never known a 
physician to do him any good. 
Some years ago he 
hud consulted a highly educated medical man, who 
informed him th at it was not necessary to take 
medicine. 
An out door life and plenty of exercise 
w as what he needed. 
He had ais » gone to a quack 
who told him that he could cure him for ¿500, of 
which 8100 m ust he paid down. 
One was a gentle­ 
man, the other was a scoundrel. 
If he had his way 
he would hang every fellow who played upon the 
sick and feeble-minded. 
Mr. H ittk ll said although he w a s not a doctor he 
was the sou of one and the son-in-law of a long line 
of doctors 
He believed that the practice of medi­ 
cine should be strictly regulated. 
Two or three 
quicks could make a medical college easily, and 
tfceir diplomas would be as legal jis those from the 
best medical college of the land. 
Mr. Kane also spoke in favor of the bill. 
Mr. Conoer opposed it. 
The bill was ordered engrossed, by a vote of *20 
to 17. 
On motion of Mr. R yan the Senate took a recess 
at 12 m. to *2 r. M. 
A fte rn o o n Session. 
The Senate reassembled at *2 p. m. 
The Committee on Judiciary recommended the 
passage of S. B. 271. 
Senator J ohn son arose to a question of privilege, 
and spoke as follows: 
“ This morning in the excite­ 
m ent of the moment, while in the act of defending, 
as I thought, an employe of this body against what 
I deemed an unjust im putation, and then when I 
was informed as to the true facto of the case, in the 
excitement, as I say, i used language which was, in 
my judgm ent, unparliam entary and in violation of 
the privileges of this Senate-language which I 
ought not to have used to an employe of the Senate 
I desire to say so publicly, and th at I have no desire 
at any tim e to violate the rules of the Senate, or the 
rules of parliam entary decorum. * 
S. B. 120, to amend Sections 2*292 and 2294 of the 
Political Code, relating to the State Library (by Mr 
Johnson), coming up as the special order, having 
beeu reconsidered on a former day, Mr. J ohnson 
moved a call of the Senate. 
The roll was called, and Senators Johnston and 
Watson, being absent, were brought before the bar 
of the Senate and excused. 
The roll being called on the bill it was passed by a 
vote of 23 to lfi. 
Mr. J o hn son moved, in accordance with his pre­ 
vious notice, th a t the vote by which S. B. 33, an 
Act to prevent hunting and shooting on private and 
inclosed grounds, the special order of the hour, had 
failed to pass, be reconsidered. 
Carried. 
After discussion the bill was passed by a vote of 
2o to 13 
The Committee on 
Federal Relations recom­ 
mended the passage of S. C. R. 32, relative to the 
protection of adopted citizens of the U nited States, 
natives of Cost i Rica. 
A m ajority of th e Finance Committee recom­ 
mended the passage of S. B. 302. 
A minority of the com m ittee dissented from the 
above recommendation. 
The Committee on Enrollment reported th at S. II. 
178 had been correctly enrolled, and had been placed 
in the hands of the Governor. 
Mr. G lascock introduced the following b ill out of 
order : 
To add a new section to the Penal Code of the 
State of California, to be known as Section (599, re­ 
lating to the reim bursem ent of attorneys for money 
necessarily expended by them in defense of indigent 
persons charged with crime, wl en such attorneys 
have been appointed by the Court. 
Judiciary. 
Bills on the third reading file were taken up as 
follows: 
A. B. 12, to amend Section 595 of the Civil Code 
of California, relating to religious, social and benevo 
lent corporations (hy Mr. Young), was recommitted, 
with instructions to amend. 
8. B. 22, to amend Section *2404 of the Política 


Code, relating to the trial and bearing of charges 
a d complaints against pilots (by Mr. H ittall), was 
passed. 
S. B. 139, to confer powers upon the Supervisors, 
or other governing bodies of counties, cities and 
c unties, to extend and complete all main intercept­ 
ing sewers heretofore partially constructed (by Mr. 
Neumann) was passed. 
_ S. B. 34, to amend Section 726 o: an Act to estab­ 
lish a O d e of Civil Procedure, relating to the fore­ 
closure of mortgages (bv Mr. Chase), was taken up 
as the special order of the hour. 
On motion of Mr. W e n d e l l the above bid was 
postponed by a vote of 24 to 13. 
Consideration of the third reading tile was re ­ 
sumed, as follows : 
Substitute for S. Bs. 102 and 168, to regulate the 
granting of retail liquor licenses (by committee), 
was passed. 
S. 13. 115, am ending an Act declaring IslaLs creek 
a navigable stream , approved March 2 6 ,1S68 (by 
Mr. Kant), was lost. 
8. B. 9*2, to provide buildings and improvement® 
for the Institution for the Deaf and Dumb, and the 
Blind (by Mr. Nye), was passed. 
S. IJ. 30, to amend Section 427 of the Civil Code, 
concerning investm ents u i the capital st<»ck and 
funds of insurance companies (bv Mr. Dickinson), 
wks passed. 
8. B. 61, to amend Section 634 of the Penal Code, 
relating to the violations of the law' for the p re­ 
servation of fish (h> Mr. Wendell), was passed. 
Mr. J o hnson sai i he was informed that the report 
of the Railroad Commission was in the hands of the 
Secretary. 
The Secretary said it was. 
Mr. John son moved th at 1,000 copies of the re­ 
port be oidered printed, and th at the report be re­ 
ferred to the Committee on Corp ^rations.

By what foolish counsel influ­ 
enced we do not know, but these people 
seem to have been persuaded that they 
would have the approval of the Republican 
party in currying cn a narrow-spirited 
guerrilla war against the Democrats, with 
the sole purpose of monopolizing all the 
offices. 
The greedy and shameless hack 
politicians, who think the public proc­ 
lamation of such contemptible doctrines 
honorable to them selves, have far some 
tim e been stirring up the Republicans in 
the Legislature to make a raid upon every 
Democratic office-holder, from the State 
Librarian to the Resident Physician of the 
Napa Insane Asylum.

DAMAGES 
FROM 
THE 
FLOOD. 


W e believe that when the excitem ent 
has subsided and it is possible to arrive at 
the facts, it will be found that the amount 
of damage inflicted by the flood has been 
very much less than was at first reported. 
A t each tim es there are always compensa­ 
tions even for the most downright losses, 
and flood years invariably prove fertile and 
prosperous ones. 
It is not probable that 
the bulk of the farming land now under 
water w ill lose a crop entirely this year, 
especially as the water is now falling very 
rapidly. 
A great part of the wheat and 
stock has been eeccred, and though many 
houses have been destroyed, it is probable 
that few if any of them contained much 
valuable personal property. 


The Sand Springs salt marsh, in Nevada, 
has been having a lively run the past few 
months, furnishing salt for the Grantsville 
mines to the amount o? 200 tons per 
month. 
This property was for a long 
tim e considered valueless, and some years 
ago was acid for taxes to the present owner, 
w ho is now reaping a rich bonanza. 


The Senate has passed H ill’s bill to re­ 
peal the Drainage A ct, by a majority which 
expresses nothing hut the absence in that 
body of all respect for serious argument, 
and all concern for the future welfare of 
the State. 
One Senator made a speech 
which showed him to be outrageously and 
disgracefully ignorant on the whole ques­ 
tion. 
Another calm ly confessed that he 
should vote for the repeal against his own 
judgment, and solely because his constitu­ 
ents, who know nothing of the facts, are 
opposed to being taxed. 
Other Senators 
thought it necessary to disguise their real 
m otives hy speeches which emphasized 
their utter lack of capacity and sound 
judgment. 
And so the foregone conclu­ 
sion was at length reached, and the re­ 
peal bill was adopted, hut certainly not in 
such a way as to leave any room for doubt 
as to the true reasons of this vote. 
rio the bill goes from the Senate to the 
House, and w e trust that here it w ill be 
met by men of a different m ettle, and that 
it w ill be defeated. 
W e have labored 
very hard to instil into the minds of mem­ 
bers an adequate realization of the gravity 
of this issue. 
If our efforts in this direc­ 
tion prove futile, it is not we but the 
people of California who will have cause 
to regret the event. 
We have no further 
interest in the question than hundreds of 
thousands of citizens. 
It w ill be as easy 
for us to leave the Sacramento Valley as 
i or any residents c f it, if the worst comes 
to the worst. 
W e stand to day for no 
personal or sectional consideration what­ 
ever, but for the best and highest interests 
of the entire community. 
Our 
oppo­ 
nents 
have 
at 
last 
been 
obliged 
to 
fall back upon the thoroughly contempti­ 
ble plea that the enormous tax of one- 
twentieth of one per cent, was crushing 
those who paid it. 
The discussion of the question has not 
proceeded upon logical or rational princi­ 
ples, so far as the friends of repeal are con­ 
cerned. 
They have failed to prove that 
the engineering works determined upon are 
in any respect failures. 
They have failed 
to impeach the conduct of the Commis­ 
sioners. 
They have failed to show that it 
is not the plain duty of the State to under­ 
take this work. 
They have been routed 
and overthrown wherever they have dared 
to make a stand. 
They have against them 
the opinions of 
the only men whose 
training 
and 
research 
render 
them 
authorities on the subject. 
They have 
against them the facts of history. 
They 
have against them the laws of Nature. 
They have against them the best interests 
of the community. 
And for the position 
they have assumed there is but one solitary 
excuse—namely, that the people are so 
narrow-minded as to grudge an almost 
intangible tax for the purpose of saving 
half of the State from destruction. 
W e do not think much of the intelli­ 
gence "of any man who uees this ar­ 
gum ent as though he thought it valid. 
A ll who 
except 
it in fact adopt the 
monstrous and imbecile theory that the 
stupidity and ignorant prejudice of the 
community ought to control it3 repre­ 
sentatives, 
and that the only possibly 
respectable conclusions, which are those of 
educated men who understand the situa­ 
tion, are to he thrust aside. 
Tins is the 
wretched attitude in which the Senate has 
pilaced itself. 
W e trust that the Assem­ 
bly w ill exhibit at once more public spirit 
and more common sense. 
This debris 
question is not a party one, nor is it a 
sectional one, but it is of almost equal con­ 
sequence to all parts ef the State. 
If the 
DrAnage Act is repealed, and the State 
Engineer's Department is abolished, Cali­ 
fornia will he 8tnltilied, and popular gov­ 
ernment w ill be made ridiculous and con­ 
temptible. 
It will be said, and said truly, 
that this State, after spending half a m ill­ 
ion in ascertaining how her rivers could 
he restored and her drainage he more satis­ 
factorily accomplished, had deliberately 
resolved to throw away the whole of this 
outlay on the threshold of the experiment, 
and for no better reason than because 
some small-sonled imbeciles begrudged a 
tax of five cents on the one hundred dol­ 
lars. 
On the other hand it has been demon­ 
strated that if the works already begun he 
continued and the whole plaus be carried 
out, the most beneficial results will Be ob­ 
tained, and the floods which have hitherto 
produced so much damage at brief inter­ 
vals will be obviated. 
That is the delib­ 
erately recorded opinion of Captain Fads, 
than whom no better engineer lives to-day. 
It has further been found that the comple­ 
tion of the w orks designed w ill bring un­ 
der taxation 
between 
§70,000,000 and 
5100,000,000 of new capital, the introduc­ 
tion of which must lighten the general 
burden. 
N ot to carry out these plaus is to 
invite a ruin which w ill involve the entire 
Sacramento valley, 
and one immediate 
ffect of which mu3t be to increase the 
general burdens of taxation by reducing 
the amount of taxable property in the 
State. 
W e do not see how any candid m icd can 
possibly resist the force of these considera­ 
tions. 
There can be no doubt that in this 
issue the defense of popular interests is 
intrusted to those who are resisting the 
repeal of the Drainage Act, and that those 
who urge that repeal stand for nothing 
but a miserable pawnbroking meanness, 
which would ruin any community if sub­ 
mitted to. 
It is only by carrying on tiie 
engineering works began that the habita­ 
bility of this valley can be maintained, and 
those whose present efforts arc directed to 
preventing the redemption of the valley 
w ill disce ver before they are done that 
men who have their whole future on the 
die are resolute, unflinching and particu­ 
larly formidable antagonists. 


RELIEF FROM 
ÜNJ0ST TAXATION. 


The legislative session is rapidly passing 
away, and the prospect of the enactment 
of several most necessary laws is becoming 
daily more dubious. 
Among those which 
it would be a great blunder to neglect is 
the proposed modification of the revenue 
law which relieves the taxpayer from 
double taxation upon representatives of 
value in the form of stock certificates and 
shares. 
The present state of the revenue 
law in tliis regard is unquestionably against 
public policy, for it operates to force the 
holders of shares and stocks in corporate 
enterprises to sell their property or to 
leave the State. 
It compels them to one 
or the other of these alternatives by put­ 
ting them at a manifest disadvantage as 
compared with holders of the same kind of 
property residing in other States. 
Forex- 
ample : a man who owns W estern Union 
stock, and who 
lives 
in 
N ew 
York, 
derives, 
let 
us 
say, 
six 
per 
cent., 
interest from his investm ent. 
But the 
California holder of the same stock, having 
to pay taxes upon it, can get no more 
than three per cent, out of it. 
It is clear 
that in all such cases the N ew York 
holder has snch an advantage over the 
California holder that the latter will be 
compelled either to sell his stock, or to 
take it fro.n under the invidious and 
inequitable system of taxation w hich ob­ 


tains here. 
It Í3 equally clear that a law 
the tendency of which is to drive men of 
wealth and enterprise out of the State, is 
not good for the State : is, in fact, as we 
have said, against public policy. 
It is 
further to 
he 
pointed 
ont 
that the 
present law operates so injuriously upon 
so large a number of capitalists that if it 
is allowed to remain upon the statute 
book 
it 
will 
speedily 
force 
out 
of 
the 
State 
a 
tax-paying 
elem ent 
far more than equal to fifty years’ purchase 
of 
all 
the 
extra 
taxes 
capable 
of 
being 
collected 
under 
its 
provisions. 
There is therefore not even the narrow 
and partial excuse of present advantage 
to be urged, on behalf of the existing law. 
Its operation is wholly mischievous, and it 
cannot, either now or at any future time, 
do anything but harm. 
W hile such a rev­ 
enue law remains it is absurd to talk of 
building up the State and developing its 
resources. 
Statutes of this kind are as 
red flags, warning all comers against the 
places where they are hung out. 
A State 
that hoists such signals can only expect to 
be avoided, and not only will the capital 
now here he withdrawn, but fresh capital 
w ill be prevented effectually from coming 
here, if this and all similar laws are not 
quickly repealed or amended. 
It is of 
the first importance that the Legislature 
should attend to this matter. 
N o party 
can afford to bear the responsibility of re­ 
fusing to protect the plainest interests of 
the community in a question of this char­ 
acter, 
and no community can prosper 
which has not incn to represent it intelli­ 
gent enough to perceive the fatal mischief 
which lurks in laws that discriminate 
against thrift and fine prosperity, and so 
proclaim to the whole country that they 
are specially good places to stay away 
from, and to utilize as points of departure. 
This revenue hill ought to be brought for­ 
ward before the session grows any older, 
or it will be so overlaid with less important 
measures that it cannot be reached.

FALLING WATERS. 


Subsidence of the Flood— Esti­ 
mates of -Losses. 


Rio V ista, February 9th.—The river has 
fallen a foot in the last thirty-six hours. 
A ll 
danger to life and the remaining property 
seems to be past, and men are beginning to 
look about them to ascertain the extent of the 
damage. 
It is impossible to reduce the loss 
to figures as yet, for much depends upon the 
rapidity with which the water subsides. 
The 
facts that the headwaters of the Sacramento 
and its tributaries are not likely to be swollen 
by melting snow, and the San Joaquin being 
low enough to assist materially in the drain­ 
age of the overflowed lands, give strong 
grounds for hope that the orchards, which 
contribute so largely to the resources of this 
section, may escape serious injury, and that 
the higher portions of the islands may be dry 
in time to put in a late crop of vegetables. 
The only losses that can be approximately 
estimated at this time are those resulting 
from damage from the breaking of levees and 
the destruction of growing crops. 
J. H. 
Gardiner, H. F. Smith, C. P. Hensley, J. 
Chaffer and Mr. Keegan may be named as 
the heaviest losers from the former cause, 
each having lost from half to three quarters 
of a mile of levee, worth about §8 per rod. 
Ducan McCormack, 11. R Mathewson and 
Josiah Pool each lose from 200 to 309 acres of 
growing grain. These arc among the heaviest 
single items. 
A - for the minor, though by 
no means insignificant L -ses, tin ir mame is 
legion. 
Fortunately there has hern no life 
lost, though a family in wdiich there were 
nine children was rescued by the sloop Colone 
from a house that was reeling in the fierce 
current like a drunken man.

Claybourne-street cars are 
only running to the bridge on the old basin, 
th9 balance of the road being impassible. 
The greatest difficulty is experienced by the 
inhabitants of the overflowed districts in 
securing provisions. 
This district embraces 
about 500 thickly settled acres lying along 
the Loui-ville and Nashville and New Or­ 
leans Railroad. 
It will probably he many 
days before trains can pass over the road 
from Michan to the out stations. 
N ew Orleans, February 9th.—The water 
in rear of the city is still rising. 
The storm

Lock­ 
hart, the conductor of the construction train, 
is responsible for the accident.

P. Colley’s forces yesterday attacked and de­ 
feated the Boers between Newcastle aud the 
frontier at the iD gogo river. The British loss 
was 150 killed and wounded. 
The officers 
killed were McGregory, of the engineers, 
Giier, of the artillery, and O’Connell and 
Garrett, both of the ¡Sixteenth Regiment. 
The Boers lost heavily. 
D urban, February 9th.—Ueneral Colley 
moved toward Newcastle yesterday with five 
companies of the Sixteenth Rifles and a 
mounted force, to restore communication be­ 
tween his camp an 1 Newcastle. 
The Boers 
made a general attack upon the British 
forces, and the British repulsed them with 
heavy loss. 
The fighting lasted six hours. 
Colley’s position is becoming critical, the 
Boors takirg up commanding positions on ali 
sides. 


D u r b a n , February 9th.—General Colley’s 
object was to escort the -mails over the In- 
gogo river and meet the convoy from New­ 
castle. 
The Boers’ opposition was so strong 
that General Colley had to send for three 
more companies of troops to reinforce the 
origina! force of five companies. 
He thus 
left oniy 300 men in camp. 
The Boers got 
in the rear of hiB force ami captured a mule 
train, ambulances aud some goods. 
He was 
for a time unable to advance or retreat, being 
assailed on all sides. 
DURBAN,(February 9th.—The Boers,though 
repulsed, are still threatening. 
Military cir­ 
cles fail to see what has been gained by so 
costly operations. 
It is believed that there 
are a number of Orange Free State Boers 
with Joubertta, the Boer commanding Gen­ 
eral. 
A correspondent sumarizes the situ­ 
ation as follows : 
Sir G. B. Colley has suf­ 
fered another defeat. 
H is position is critical. 
The officer MacGregor, reported among the 
killed, was General Colley’s private secre­ 
tary. 
Reinforcements are greatly needed. 
1/ONDON, February 9th.—General Colley’s 
telegram to the War OfficesayB : “ I marched 
to patrol the Newcastle road with five com­ 
panies of the Sixteenth Regiment, two field 
and two mounted guns, and a detachment of 
horse, leaving one company and two guns to 
command the crossing of the Ingogo river. I 
seized the plateau beyond the river with the 
rest of my forces. 
The Boers attacked me 
from ali sides for over five hours, but were 
completely repulsed, and withdrew at sunset, 
when I returned to camp. 
The Boers’ loss 
must have been very heavy. 
Ours was four 
officers killed, four wounded, and about 150 
men killed and wounded.

I'lie Cray M urder Case. 
Santa B ardara, February 9th.—In the 
Gray case this forenoon Judge D. P. Hatch 
testified that on the morning of the tragedy 
Clarence Gray met John P. Stearns in 
Hatch’s office, an<l asked him if he was re­ 
sponsible for the aitiele in the Santa Barbara 
Press of the evening before. 
Stearns an­ 
swered affirmatively. 
Gray demanded a re­ 
tí action, and upon Stearns’ refusal, threat­ 
ened that if a retraction was not made nue 
or the other of them would be in heaven 
before sundown. 
Subsequently defendant 
exhibited a pisti l to Judge Hatch, and re­ 
peated that he Would have a retraction before 
night. 
[SECOND DISPATCH.] 
S anta B arbara, February 9th.—The dy­ 
ing declaration of Theodore Glanoey was ad­ 
mitted this afternoon in the Gray murder 
ease. 
Thornton, fur the defense, made a 
strong argument again6t its introduction, but 
the Court decided that Glaneey made the 
statement with the full knowledge that he 
was dying, and that the testimony was clearly 
admissible. 
The substance of the statement 
is that Gray asked Glano y if he was respon­ 
sible for lb - article which appeared in the 
Santa Barbara Pruts. 
Glaucty said “ Ye?,” 
and Gray said he would hold him responsible, 
and at the same time attempted to draw 
a revolver. 
Glaneey caught him and held 
him 
until 
a bystander 
separated them. 
Glaneey in the meantime told Gray that he 
was unarmed. As soon as they were separated 
Gray drew a pistol and Glaneey rati into the 
hotel. 
Gray pursued and shot him. 
This 
statement has been pretty fully corroborated 
by the evidence of half a dozen eye-witnesses. 
The fact was developed this afternoon that 
Gray had a few days before the shooting 
threatened the lives of Stearns and Glaneey 
if the Press published any further attacks 
upon his character. 
The Court room was 
thronged with visitors to-day, many ladies 
being present. 
The testimony for the prose­ 
cution will close to-morrow forenoon. 


Narrow Escapes from I it «tant B ra in . 
N evada, February 9th.—Yesterday after­ 
noon two accidents i canned at the Sargent & 
Jacobs grovel diggings ut Bunker Hill, which 
nearly resulted in the killing of two of the 
employes named Hinson and Thomas Tomp­ 
kins.

The morniiig h'.ur was dispensed with, and the 
House went Into Committee of the Whole ou Legis­ 
lative Ap; r priatioii bill, but rose without conclud­ 
ing, and Singleton offered a resolution extending the 
privilege of t-he floor D the ladies who could not 
secure gallery sen is. Ad< ipted. 
Short’v after noon the President and Senate ar­ 
rived. The Vice-President took a scat ou the right 
hand of Speaker RandaO, and the Senators t ok 
front rows of the desks. 
The Vice-President called the Assembly to order, 
and said: 
“ The two Houses being assembled, in 
pursuance of the Constitution, the votes may now 
be counted and declared for President and Vice­ 
President. 
it becomes my dnty, under the Conti' i- 
tution, as President of the Senate, to open the rer- 
titieates of election cf ilie several States of the 
Union in the presence of the two Houses.

proceed to discharge that duty ” 
The tellers having taken their places, the Vice­ 
President said: “ 1 open a package purporting to 
contain certificates of election of the Stale of Ala­ 
bama, and send the certificate to be recorded.” 
Senator Hamlin read the certificates slowly, show­ 
ing ten votes for Hanrock aud English, and the 
Vice-President said: “ The vote of Alabama hav­ 
ing been recorded by the tellers, I open and hand 
to them the certificate of Arkansas.” 
The same proceeding was observed in that case. 
Reagan then moved to disípense with the formal 
reading.

The California certificate showed five of the six 
votes of that State for Hancock, and one for Gar­ 
field. 
When Georgia was reached, Crowley read the 
certificate.

— The Boston School Board has 
passed a resolution stating that corporal 
punishment in the schools of the city can 
and ought to be greatly diminished, and 
that those teachers who punish least fre­ 
quently, and only for the gravest offenses, 
w ill best satisfy the Board. 
An order was 
also 
adopted that corporal punishment 
shall be inflicted only by the principal of a 
school or by his express authority, and 
only at a Bession subsequent to the one at 
which the offense was committed. A record 
of the punishments and their effects upon 
the pupils must be kept and presented 
monthly to the Board. No punishment can 
be inflicted upon high-school pupils or on 
girls in the grammar schools; and any 
principal inflicting cruel or excessive pun­ 
ishment, and any subordinate teacher in ­ 
flicting punishment without express author­ 
ity, w ill at once be removed.

F rom W alnut G rove.—A correspondent 
at W alnut Grove writes in relation to the 
present state of high water at that place, and 
the effects produced b y certain levees as fol­ 
lows : “ The water is falling here both in the 
river and inside the levees. 
From observa­ 
tion we have concluded that ati levees run­ 
ning in an easterly and westerly direction act 
directly as dams to keep the water from pur­ 
suing its conrse to the sea. 
For instance, the 
water ran over the north levee of Grand 
Island, and fell one or two feet in ti the dl> 
tr ic t; thence across the ielacd over the south 
levee into the river, with a fall of two feet; 
thence across Did river into Andrus Island, 
falling two feet more ; thence across Andrus 
Island, falling over the south Andrus levee 
into Georgiana slough ; thence across Tyler 
Island into the San Joaquin river. 
The 
levee at the head of Tyler Island also dammed 
the water up two feet or more. 
The water 
which came down 
through Y olo county 
struck the M ontezuma H ill (which also runs 
east and west), and ran south about six m iles 
up Gld river to Isleton, and crossed Brannan 
Island into the San Joaqnin 
river. 
N o 
levees could have dammed the waters up from 
its passage in a southerly direction. 
There 
is a general belief among the people here that 
all efforts to reclaim these lands against 
future floods by individual enterprise w ill 
fail, as continual m isfortunes have made the 
settlors poor, w ith heavy outstanding in­ 
debtedness already weighing them dawn, and 
the rivers rapidly tilling up its channels with 
sedim ent.’

Mr Lhvria moved to amend by inserting alter toe 
word’"State,” in line 3 of the substitute, the fol 
lowing: “ Whenever the exiienses of such work does 
not exceed «1,000”—and argued in favor of ids mo­ 
tion 
lie desired to sec w rk on pobBe buildings 
done by contract, ami not by day labor, ile uid 
r.ot believe the substitute was in the interest of tile 
laboring men, and declared that it would, if adopt­ 
ed, open the door to fraud and corruption. lie said 
that in San Francisco there was a white elephant— 
the new City Hall—and one of the Commissioners 
under whose supervision the hail was being built 
was a political demagogue of the sand-lut school, 
and the great hobby of this man, who had been on 
the floor lobbying in favor of the passage of this 
bill, was day 1 .bor. 
Mr. May was adverse to the bill, and said that it 
was only designed for the benefit of the menagerie 
of San Francisca. The bill was not in the interest 
of the working men. 
It would kuock the padlock 
off the vaults of the treasury of San Franeisco, and 
would give the boys a cbanee. 
Mr. Li.SE claimed that the State lost money when­ 
ever it let O 'tt its work by contract, and made a plea 
in favor of the bill and against the amendment. 
The bill if passed, ho maintained, would be a wise 
measure cf economy, such as would save thousands 
of dolbra to the State. 
Sir. l’nait spoke m favor of the system of day- 
labor on public buildings. The laborers should be 
employed, so far as possible, by the State, and be 
well paid for th ir services, even though it costs 
more money. The passage of the bill would nut 
make anv more work, bat it would enable the men 
who were employed to get higher wages. 
Mr. Jacksox,’speaking against the amendment 
and in supivort of the substitute to the bill, said : 
The bill simply extends the operation of the law Pi 
citv and e >unty buildings, the same as it now exi ts 
to all State buildings, under Section 3233 of the Po­ 
litic-.1 Code. In other w< rds, it places all buildings 
in cities and counties on the same footing as build 
ings in the State, a hich are built with the people's 
111 mcy. The New City Hall Act of March 24, l»76. 
is not a part of the Consolidation Act or Cliart er ot 
San Franeisco by being: First, incorporated in sain 
Act; or second, in terms made amendatory of it, or 
of any Act that forms a part of i t ; or third, in 
terms made supplemental to it, or to any Act t bat 
forms a part g£ it. That Act is simply an independ­ 
ent and special 
Act, applying 
to San Fran­ 
cisco, as 
hundreds 
of 
otheis do, which is 
not 
inconsistent , with the n.w Constitution, 
hut is expressly continued in force by Section 1 of 
Article XXI1., known as the schedule thereof, and 
which by this section is subject to amendment or 
alteration or repeal, lint this bill does not in terms 
assume to amend or alter the Sew City Hall Act at 
all; yet if ii did it would be entirely constitutional 
under said Section 1, Article XXII , Constitution. It 
is a general law applicable to the whole State, and 
is iu conformity with the decision cf the Supreme 
Court in the case of Desmond vs. Dunn, or the Me 
d u re Charter case, in the ease of Earle vs. the 
Board of Education, and in every decision made un­ 
der the new Constitution bearing on the subject. 
This bill is not in terms amendatory of Section 3233 
of the Political Code, an l if it was it would be eu- 
tirelv constitutional, under Section 1, Article XXII., 
new Constitution. It is perfectly competent for the 
Legislature 
to 
pass 
any 
general 
law 
ap­ 
plicable alike to all cities and counties in this 
State. The bill is not political in its character, 
and the original proposition as to State buildings 
was adopted in the Code, by both Republicans and 
Democrats, and never questioned on party or policy 
grounds by anv party. The law as to State build­ 
ings has been carried out by both Republicans and 
Democrats, and no complaints have ever been made 
against its practical workings ou the grounds that it 
is a bad measure, or an unwise one or an expensive 
one. Practically it does not now affect the work 
upon the new City Hal!, us the New City Hall Com­ 
mission has already let the work out to contract. 
This bill only requires such labor as can and must 
be done by hand to be done by the day—such as 
masonry work, plastering work arid ear; venter work— 
this and nothing more. It does not take outof eon 
tract at all the raw materials, manufactured ma­ 
terials, mill work, foundry work, machinen- work, 
or the iron work, or any other work requiring the 
use of mills, foundries, machine shops, etc., which 
would seem to be more than afair division with the con­ 
tractors. It is not right togivecontractors everthing, 
and the men whodothe work nothing; besides,'t will 
be found in the future, as it has been in the past, 
to lie the cheapest and best, as to this kind of 
work—hard labor. 
In other words, it means that 
when a mechanic or laboring man does his full day's 
work, ho shall receive his full day’s wages, and not 
such a proportion of them onlv as some contractor 
chooses to give him, putting the balance which 
justly belongs to the man who earned it, into his 
own pocket, for no other reason than that he is per­ 
mitted by law to speculate off of the labor uf the 
man who iverforms the work. 
Bills affecting corpor­ 
ations, contractors, and the wealth of the State, 
are being passed by this Legislature, and this is about 
the oulv bill the poor laboring people have asked at 
the hands of this body. And the question is, Shall 
th-y be denied even this little crumb of comfort, 
this little pittance? or, have the common people— 
the laboring class, the great mass of your contitu- 
cn ts-ro rig in s ofoster,topn.tictand defend: This 
is a question that addresses itself t.o the sound judg­ 
ment and sympathies of every member of the Legis 
lature. It will work no wrong to the State or peo­ 
ple. but will do much good to the poor laboring 
classes, who do the work and pay their little mite 
of taxes, which, aggregated together, make up the 
great body of the revenue out of which these public 
buildings are constructed. 
* 
Mr. Lewis again spoke against the bill. 
Mr. Gilmokf. urged its passage, saying that the 
contract svstem was odious to the people, and that 
a radica! change was demanded in the interest of 
labor. It was well known, he said, that work done 
by contract was far inferí r to that performed by 
day labor. 
The new Constitution also provided 
that work done upon ail public buildings should be 
executed by the latter system. 
Mr. May said it was not the policy of the legis­ 
lator to advocate measures which would increase 
the expenditures of the State, but rather to try to 
reduce them. 
Hence the bill should be defeated. 
The true inwardness of the case was that contractors 
got the best possible labor irrespective of politice, 
whereas under the system of dav labor no men would 
be employed on the New City Hall by a partisan 
Board of Commissioners unless he were recom­ 
mended by the tt ard Clubs, 
it was the intention 
of the bill to turn the City Hall into a political ma­ 
chine. 
The amendment was defeated. 
Mr C.amrox then moved to amend by inserting 
the words “ or works” after the word “ building” 
in line 3 of Section 1. 
Mr. J ackson remarked that he hoped the amend­ 
ment would not be adopted. 
Mr. May hoped that it would be. as it would in­ 
clude the debris.

E.rrv was the man who originally started this 
boom of legislation that the farmers might obtain 
relief from the debris which was sent down upon 
them from the mines. Now that Legislature^ after 
mature deliberation, through its Miuing Commit­ 
tee and its Agricultural Committ e, reported in 
favor of a memorial to Congress asking tluifc a corps 
of engineers be appointed who should act in con­ 
junction with a corps of State engineen, and to­ 
gether investigate this matter, so as to be able to 
report to a succeeding Legislature tome plan o- re­ 
lief 
Mr. Berrv in a speech upon tnis question 
said that he had too much faith in the engineering 
capacity of the American people to believe that 
they could not find some solution of the difficulty. 
The Committee on Agriculture said that they had 
no intention of interfering with mining interests, 
believing it to be as important as any other in­ 
dustry in the State; and that they only sought to 
introduce a measure that would in the end result 
in benefit to their section of country. The Mining 
Committee at the same time, after due investiga­ 
tion and after liav ng stated the products of the 
mines and their relation to the prosperity of the 
State, also reported in favor of a memorial to Con­ 
gress, 
asking 
an 
aprortionmeut 
and 
the 
appointment 
of 
a 
C’onimissiou 
ts 
investi­ 
gate 
this 
matter. 
The 
press of 
the State 
at that time recommended the passage of the memo 
rial to Congress, and also recommended the passage 
of a law authorizing the appointment of a State 
Board of Engineers to investigate the question. 
The result was. that investigation was commenced, 
ami it continued along till 1878, when the Legisla­ 
ture aguin convened, and taking as data what had 
been established by the action of the previous Legis­ 
lature, passed another law which empowered the 
Governor to appoint a Board of Engineers. And 
there was *100,000 appropriated fur the support and 
maintenance of that Board fur the ensuing two 
years. Those engineers reported at the last session, 
and upon their report, and upon their recommenda­ 
tion, and upon the investigation which had been 
going on f.r four or five years, we acted and we 
passed what is known as the debris law. 
Now, Mr. President, the people have been well 
aware of what the Legislature had been doing upon 
this question, ami the people have sanctioned it. 
1 claim that they sanctioned it in a way that no 
Senator upon this floor, who regards the platform of 
his party, cati disregard. 
They have demanded 
of their representatives to legislate upon the matter 
so as to subserve the best interests*»! the agricultural 
and mining localities. 
I have what was said by 
tii-.se parties iu their platforms and yliat they 
pledged each member of this Senate to do, and it 
shows that the whole subject was understood and 
liad been agitated previous to 1879, and that the 
people at tnat time knew that these valleys were in 
danger, and that there was a great interest back of 
it in peril. 
The Workingmen's platform said : “ Some pre­ 
monitions cx’.at that under the new Constitution ad­ 
verse legislation to the mining interests maybe had. 
It is hereby declared that the vested rights of the 
mining population must he respected." 
Every 
Workingman on the floor was elected under that 
platform, i nd is therefore bound iu honor to keep 
the pledge. 
The Republican State Convention, which con­ 
vened in Sacramento in June of that year, re­ 
s Ived, "That the Republican party, as the just 
arbiter of the people, pledges itself to insist upon 
the passage of such laws as will prevent auy eon 
flict between the mining and certain i*ortions of the 
agricultural districts and the interests of the S ate ; 
and we declare that vested rights of ali parties shall 
be scrupulously protected.” 
The New Constitution Party’s Convention, which 
assembled in Jut e, 1879, said : “ That the New Con­ 
stitution party pledges itself that it vvill stand firm 
as the miner’s friend, and in case any attempt thall 
be made at any time to pass unfriendly legislation, 
the New Constitution party will openly and boldly 
oppose any and all attempts |to imfringe upon the 
vested rights of miners and ditch-owners.'* 
The Democratic Convention said : “ Res !vod, 
That mining, us the original and still a very im­ 
portant interest of California, is entitled to fostering 
care, and should be fostered and r.ceive the fullest 
protection from the State government; and the 
property in the possession of all engaged in mining 
enterprises should be guarded by the leg.slative, 
judicial and executive departments of the State ana 
Federal Governments ” 
Now, Mr. President, I only read these to show 
that this question has been ventilated and was well 
understood by the people of the State. 
It was un­ 
derstood by the p litical parties that nominated 
theiy cmdidates to r.tke seats upon this floor, and ir 
was well understood by those members when they 
voted for the debris bill last winter. The law and 
all its bearings was discussed by both houses, and it 
was adopted, because those who voted for it be­ 
lieved it was the way best to carry out what their 
constituents had pledged them to do. They all 
agreed that something must be done, and the report 
of the State Engineers being the best solution of 
the question, it was acted upon. Is the situation 
changed to-day? Does not the same danger exist, 
and arc not the same mining interests demanding 
protection? I don't understand how members, iii 
the face of these p edges, can arise and opeulv avow 
here that they are m favor or st ipping mining, or 
vote for the repeal of the debris bill, until they 
present a better one. Nor can I see how the people 
whom they represent can ask of them to depart 
from the instructions they gave them when elected, 
unless “ platforms are still made to catch flies,” as 
it has betn said they used to he. Well, I say they 
are, because they have boldly announced them­ 
selves upon this fl »or. Let such men reconcile their 
position with the platforms upon which they were 
elected. I ask those who propose to vote for this 
repeal bill w hat they intend to substitute ? This 
plan has been indorsed by the most eminent engi­ 
neers of the age. There is the best reasons for an­ 
ticipating success from it. 
It has stood the test 
better than its most sanguine friends expected. 
Before it has begun to have a fair trial, do you pro­ 
pose to abandon it and offer nothing in its stead but 
to close up the mines—the ven- interest you and 
your party pledged yourselves to protect? 
* Now-, Mr. President, I believe the dams devised by 
the State Engineer will do their work. I believe 
they will do it, because he and his assistants tell m-;* 
9-». 
I believe it, because the consulting engineers, 
Captain Eads and Colonel Mend dl both say they 
will, and I believe it, becaus* similar Jams elsewhere 
have accomplished the objects these dams are in­ 
tended to accomplish. In Ohio there are several 
such dams in streams much larger than the Bear or 
Yuba rivers 
Thtre is one on the San Joaquin, 
where the King's river jo ns it, that has stotd for 
years 
There are dams of a s milar c nstruction 
nea- Nevada city*, which, although not half as strong, 
have withstood the torrents of winter for a do:on 
years 
I b.lievc it, because the works on engineer­ 
ing say such stru tures are strongest that can be 
adopted oil a sandy foundation. 
Because one of the 
heaviest floods known in the State since its settle 
menfc by white people lias cause; the dams 'o settle 
in places, it is no reason to condemn the priuc pie. 
But Senators upon this floor, and the newspaper 
vvh» oppose the schema have called the dama— 
damned failures. 
Now, Mr. President, it was expected thev would 
settle the first year. The books on engineering say 
they will settle the first year. State Engineer Hall, 
in his report to the Governor, written before the 
flood, says they will settle, ami they did settle. But 
all unite* in saying that the second year no such 
trouble will arise. The Engineer, Mr. Hall, in his 
evidence before the investigation committee, read 
quite extensively from different authorities to show 
that the dams ‘built across the Bear and Yuba 
rivers 
were 
not 
original 
with 
him, but 
had 
been 
in 
successful 
use 
elsewhere. 
One of the books says: “ We have in this chapter 
an illustration showing with some miuuteness the 
construction of a log dam which may be relied 
upon to resist almost any conceivable pressure from 
the current, and which is in very little danger of 
being undermined. 
It is adapted, moreover, to 
riverbeds which are of so .yielding a character as 
not to afford a safe foundation for a stone clam. It 
is a brush and timber dam.” It gives a picture of 
the dam, which is a perfect fac simile of the dams 
constructed across the Y uba aud Bear rivers. 
“ 1 e 
dam," the book says, “ is a success, and has proven 
so wherever it has been used. 
It has been found 
that a dam of this kind wili settle about eighteen 
inches the 
first year, for which clue calcula­ 
tion 
and allowance 
should 
be 
wa e. Alter 
that time it will remain 
nearly stationary.” 
The State Engineer, in his report to the Governor, 
which was written previous to the convening of the 
le gislature, but .which happened not to get into 
type in time to he left on members’ desks before 
this discussion commenced, says : “ It 13 intended 
that these dams shall admit the passage of the 
water through them freely until the lodgment of the 
sands behind them forces the silting up of the whole 
structure, and it Í3 expected that they will settle 
unevenly the fir-t year, because they have been 
built over wide flats of recent deposits and variable 
quality on uneven depths, and because they them­ 
selves, according to the undulations of the ground 
on which they rest, vary in hight 
Thi3 settlement 
may 
be 
considerable 
at 
points 
where 
old, 
deep 
channels 
once 
existed, 
and 
sufficient 
in 
extent 
to 
detract 
from 
the 
efficiency 
of the structure in holding back sand during the 
first year; hut the second year they can be brought 
to grade aud will probably remain there without 
further material settlement.** The books say such 
dams will settle the first year, the engiueer says 
they will settle, and they did settle. 
But these wise 
op]K»nenta of the measure thought they had solved 
the whole question when they found it out—ignor­ 
ant of the fact that it was just what was expected 
of them. 
I remember how* the press placed the 
news under double-leaded head lines. 
How they 
shouted with glee, “ I told you so,” ami how com­ 
placently members approached those dams, when 
. we all visited them, ex¡»ecting to demolish the engi­ 
neers by confronting them with their own failure. 
But Mr. President, the dams are there, and are 
doing their work in every part, except at the points 
where the settles have occurred. Thev have been 
subjected to the heaviest flood that ever came down 
from the mountains, and the latest reports—I saw 
one in the San Francisco Chronicle yesterday—were 
to the effect that the water had gone down sufficient­ 
ly to show that the dam was sti’l there doing its work. 
Now, Senator Baker saya that it is not the slickens 
but that it is the fine materials which pastes over the 
crest of the dam which renders the dam useless. 
Mr. President, those who have kept track of the 
plan of the builders anti the engiueere who brought 
about those plans, will remember that they never 
proposed to stop this fine material. In fact, ti’ev 
did not want to stop it 
They have shown that 
this fine material does uo damage. 
It has so far 
done but very little damage, if any, and it. the fu­ 
ture, when tlie heavy material wnieh comes along 
and blocks up the currents uf the river, is stopped, 
that silt, with the escaping water, will pass 011 to 
the ocean. 
If it is ever bodged on the lands belyw 
by AlkxIs it will only seno as a fertilizer. Su h de­ 
posits. or deposits made from the Sacramento below 
this p int, do not injure the soil on which it lodges. 
The Mississippi river carries nearly as much sedi­ 
ment as the Sacrament*», with all the sands from 
the mines flowing into it. It carries by bulk 1 par- 
tide of material to 2,900 of water, while the Sacra­ 
mento carries 1 to 2,0o0. 
Yet the Mississippi is 
controlled, notwithstanding it is many times ihe 
size of the Sacramento and carries many times as 
much water. 
I clipped from the Oakland Tribune yesterday an 
art:cle takeu from a St. Louis paper showing what 
it has cost to control that river and to hasten the 
different works intended to affect that stream. I 
shall read a li'.tle 0 ! it, simply to show what the 
control of the Sacramento river will be iu compari­ 
son with it. 
According t ? this statement “ there 
has been a ready an actual outlay and loss cf $230,­ 
900,000 since 1849, or a yearly average of 87,609.'»}. 
The silt already deposited along the banks of the 
Father of Waters i¿ frotu CO to 100 feet deep, and 
these dcitfisit* are so unstable that the niera of the 
great St. Louis bridge rest upoa the bedrock 70 feet 
beneath them. The facility with which the river 
shifts this silt about in making its own bed'has b.en 
shown near Cairo. FI., where it moved a mile oüt of 
its course in one year, and the United ¿tales engi­ 
neers digging at that point in 1S77 struck in the 
sand a oottonwood log at a dtpth of 33 feet, 
and reached the depth of 87 feet without eneoun 
taring anything more salid than sand.” One great 
drawback to the permanent improvements, says 
thatpaper, -‘ has been the undertaking*!' inde­ 
pendent efforts at relief w ithout regard to the ri\er 
as a whole ; but now that a general plan has been 
decided upon by competent officials, the Govern­ 
ment can assist the work as a great national under- 
t .king and with more chance of successfully curb- 
iug the mighty torrent.” 
Thar, Mr. President, has been the difficulty in the 
eff -rts which have b emfuade to control the waters 
of the Sacramento river. There has been too much 
individual effort aud uo comprehensive plan to fol­ 


low, and none proposed until that made by the State 
Engineer, aud concurred in by other eminent engi­ 
neers, which the debris Act is intended t»> carry out. 
There is a comprehensive plan r.ow in operation 
which contemplates the control <>f the river, and 
which will, if this bill rtmains a law, i:i time price 
the floods at the command of theencin.ers, and hold 
the debris from the mines a t }joints where it wiil do 
but little damage. Tin* plan is to hold the coarser 
material abuve the dams and have the water scour 
out the charnel below. That this result is being ac- 
eomplishei is proven by t ie fact, as stated by Sen­ 
ator Baker, and about which the re was an item in the 
papers t-» the effect that large pa« t clcs of sar.d were 
found on the bridge opposite Marysville, and eight 
miles below the dam. This,proves that the water 
after being freed from the d- hr is which it carried, 
above the dam, w ent immediately to work scouring 
out the beds of sand below it and deposited them 
upon the bridge as referred to. Now this work we 
desire to have continued, and such was the inten­ 
tion of the engineers. 
If this work Í3 done 
and the rivers leveed as contemplated in the 
bill, it is plain to be 
seen that the river 
channels will in time be rectified and improved. 
I claim, Mr. President, that the success of the dams 
is established. They have acted just as it was ex­ 
pected they would act, and I believe I have an­ 
swered the objections made against them. I now 
turn to the proposition which follows the repeal of 
the Act and the abandonment uf the whole scheme. 
1 will assume that when the bill is repealed these 
same members who vote to repeal it will try to seek 
relief by voting »<• close hydraulic mining. Assum­ 
ing that to be the next step, 1 
ill try and show 
what the results of such a move would be on the 
business interests and general prosperity of the 
State. 
The gold yield of California up to date has been 
in the neighborhood - f a billion and ;> half of dol­ 
lars. Of this vast amount the gravel mines have 
produced nearly a billion, and they are still enrich­ 
ing the State by liberal yields. 
It is estimated that 
from >12,000,000 to $14,000,000 come from the gravel 
miuesyearly. 
But this statement is contradicted 
upon the other side. Senator Hill places it at 88,­ 
000,000. To get some definite information, 1 wrote 
to the Superintendent of the Mint at Sau Francisco 
the other day, and without reading the letter in full, 
I will simply state that he puts the \seld last year 
at $13,000,000. That is what the Superintendent of 
the Mint says 
The gold yield from this class of 
mines has been closely watched by parties inter­ 
ested and by our leading miners, and they have uni­ 
formly p’accd it ut from .811,000,000 to $14,000,000, 
with an expected yield of 8-0,000,000 in the near 
future. 
Ih e first thing after your remedy is applied, of 
course, will be the stoppage of the annua! produc­ 
tion of this amount. That of itself is a small item 
in the w ay, or it ought to be, unless you are all Jay 
Goulds. Governor Perkins in his special message 
stated that the value of the gravel mines of the State 
is >100,000,000. 
This is gaxnsayed by Senator Hill, 
and he thinks the Governor drew on his imagination 
for his facts. 
To substantiate the Governor’s state­ 
ment, 1 will read some testimony given before a 
legislative committee in San Francisco in 1870. 
It 
was reported 
¡11 
the 
Chronicle, and I read 
from it : 
L. 
L. Robinson 
testified 
that he 
was 
largely 
interested 
in 
hydraulic 
mining 
.os well as in agricultural lands. 
He swore that he 
believed the gravel mines were worth .8100,000,- 
000, and that San Francisco owned >\r»0,000,000 
worth of tbenf. 
Hamilton Smith, a very careful 
and well posted man, also a miner and an exten­ 
sive owner, placed the value of all the mines at 
>100,000.000. and said from >’35,000,000 to 850,000,­ 
000 uf the stock in them is owned in San Frau- 
cisc». James P. Pearce of Santa Clara testified 
that the valu i of the mines ranged from *100,000,- 
000 to -8150,000,000. Sin Francisco owned half of 
them. This evidence was given in 1370, when it 
did not bear particularly upon the question, as it 
dues now. 
Now, Mr. President, the stoppage of mining 
would stop the annual production oi from >12,000,- 
000 to 814,000,000. 
It wculd rub the 
own­ 
ers 
of 
8100,000,000 
which 
they 
have 
hon­ 
estly 
invested. 
It 
would 
wipe 
from 
the 
assessment roll of the State about .*10,000,000 of 
taxable property in the mining counties. 
It would 
stop the consumption of raw t.nd manufactured ma­ 
terial which has heretofore been large, and which 
has helped to keep our manufacturing industries 
employed; which has kept the forges going; which 
has kept our transportation companies at work ; 
which has given labor to one seventh of our popu­ 
lation. 
It would render penniless a great portion bf 
our population. 
It would depopulate the mining 
counties, and it would reduce a section now fertile 
and productive to almost a barren waste. It was 
stated yesterday that if mining was stopped the 
mountains would eng »ge in agriculture; but this 
would not prove true, from the fact that there would 
be no market for their productions—they being too 
far removed from commercial centers to have a 
maiket. 
’ 
Now the question is, Will the 8242,000 paid by 
the State under this law be a paying investment ? 
1 contend that it will. 
It will pay San Francisco, 
because its citizens have $59,000,000 invested in the 
enterprise. They are interested to the extent of 
ono-ha’f ti e gross annual yield of the mines 
They 
are also interested in the trade which they now’ 
receive 
from 
the 
mining 
counties, 
and 
in 
the amount of taxes which the mining counties pay 
into the State Treasury. It will pay the mining 
counties, notwithstanding they will have to, and are 
paying one-thirteeuth of the whole tux, because 
this industry is all they have and without it they 
will become worthless. It will pay the State, be­ 
cause it would continue in operation one of its iti at 
important industries—one which employs about 
one seventh of its population. It will pa)* it, be­ 
cause it will receive back in taxes from the mining 
counties, on properly which would be wiped out by 
the stoppage of mining, an amount equal to w hat it 
pays uuder this bill. 
Now, Mr. President, there is justice 111 this thing 
as well as policy. I believe that the miners of this 
State have just as good a title to their prope ty as 
have the agriculturists. They bought their prop­ 
erty. They paid their money for it, and the farmers 
bought their property and paid their money for it. 
The State and nation said to the miners, “ Go on 
and work out your ground ; we want you to do i t ; 
we want the gold.” The miners went on and worked 
it, and the nation and the Stale have received the 
gold they produced. They also said to the agri­ 
culturist, “ Go on and cultivate your land; we want 
its preduet.” And they have worked the land. But 
in the process of time there has a conflict of interest 
arisen between the two. 
U has not been brought 
about by the wishes of either. 1 do not believe tnat 
the agriculturists of the valley desire to destroy the 
property of the miners, nor that the miners 
desire to destroy the property of the agriculturists. 
But the work of the miner has had that result. 
The streams are filled up, and the fanners along 
their banks are impoverished in fighting against the 
floods and debris. The miners are working under 
w hat they believe to be their legal rights, and al­ 
though they are sorry for the result* they cannot 
help them. The question is, Will the residents of 
other paxtsof the State lend a helping hand ? Can 
and will the representatives of those sections rise 
above the prejudices of the hour, and do what they 
know is right ? and what 1 have proven by figures 
will be tothe interestof their constituents, although 
they may not learly see it just now. 1 think it is 
the duty of Senators to act for the people. 
I be­ 
lieve a member from San Picgo who has listened to 
all the discussions and kept track of the investiga­ 
tion, is better qualified to snow what is just, right 
and equitable than his constituents are. I believe he 
is better qualified to jpdge whether it would be 
to their interests to do so than many of the papers 
of the State. 1 have noticed in s. me of the papers 
that it would be a good plan for the Democrats in 
this body to repeal this bill, as by so doing they 
would insure the success of the Democrats at the 
next election. 1 have seen the same arguments 
used in some of the Republican papers. 
Now, Mr, President, the mountain counties of this 
State have about 22,000 votes. 
1 am inclined to 
ibink that when the worst comes to the worst, those 
*.2,000 voters will have a lit 1c interest in the matter 
themselves at the next election, and that the party, 
or its representatives, which tri*.s to rob them of 
tbeir hard earnings, of their lifetime work, that they 
will have a iiitie to say about this matter a* well ns 
the papers which oppose the debris bill. There is 
another matter, Mr. President, which was alluded to 
indirectly by one of the speakers. That is the capa­ 
city of the mountain regions of this State—the 
mountain reservoirs—t© prevent floods. These large 
artificial inland lakes will hold when fi'led billions of 
gallons. Tlie uitchea and reservoirs in the mountains 
are capable of storing away during the w inter 
enough water to furnish 70,900 miners’ inches of 
water to coma down the rivers during the summer 
fur five or six months, thereby assisting navigation 
in summer and helping stay the floods of winter. 
If those reservoirs had been left oren during this 
list flood, the amount of water which has been 
stored up there would be sufficient almost to make a 
lake as large and deep as the inland sea we- now see 
on the other side of the Sacramento, caused by the 
overflow during the flood. Senator Hill says the 
water of these reservoirs ought to be condemned 
and directed to some other use. I ask by what right 
he claims to confiscate such property. 
Who has the 
power to rob water proprietors of their property ? 
Why, Mr. President, according t * the Surveyor- 
General’s report, there are 5,125 iuhes of canals con­ 
nected with these reservoirs in California—all con­ 
structed at heavy cost. They are estimated to be 
worth 8130,000,000. Who claims the right to con­ 
demn this property? 1 know this Senate has not 
the right, and I do not believe a majority would 
vote to attempt it. I do not believe the Senator 
himself would vote to do it. 
Mr. President, the mining counties have none of 
the petty* jealousies and narrow views which seem 
to prevail here ; they rejoice at the prosperity* of 
the whole State. They view with pride its citie?, 
towns and farms. They have by* their industries 
helped to build up those cities, towns aed agricul­ 
tural districts. Capitalists who have made their 
money in the mines can be found in every county 
in the State in almost every kind of business carried 
on there, and they* will continue to go, and will con­ 
tinue to carry the gold the mountains yielded with 
them. They* are willing to tax theraselves to assist 
the farmers and to protect the river channels 
of 
the 
State. 
They 
are 
willing 
that 
Congress should step in and assist in the work as, 
I suppose, all people of the State are. But it is an old 
saying that the Lord helps those who help them­ 
selves. 
If we desfre the aid of Congress in this mat­ 
ter, it is our duty as statesmen and dtizeus to com­ 
mence work ourselves, aud show Congress that we 
are in earnest, and that there has been some meas­ 
ure devised which will afford us relief. Now, our 
members are in Congress—all of them—and they 
are ready and willing to assist to the extent of their 
ability to bring about an appropriation from it. Mr. 
Berrv went almost exclusively on that issue, and he 
is working to the best of his ability. Now, I would 
ask those who desire to have Congress step in and 
assist us 
in 
this matter, to tell me what 
kind 
of 
a 
showing 
Mr. 
Berry 
can make 
wher it can be replied that the Legislature of Cali­ 
fornia has re;>ealed the very' law for which an appro­ 
priation is asked. How can he advocate a plan of 
relief w hich his own Legislature says is a failure? 
It is said these works and the rectification of the 
rivers will cost 810,000,000. Weil, Mr. Presi Jent, it 
may cost that amount, but I think it an exaggerated 
¡ estimate. But. even if it does, the Stite will have 
twenty-five years to pay it in, and it will receive a 
hundred fold in ret uni for the investment. Tlie 
amount of taxes paid during that time, and the in- 
c:case 
in the value of property, the money 
which the 
miues 
will 
produce, will 
make 
up for the outlay a hundred fold. 
The mines at 
the present yield will produce at least $300,000,000, 
one-half of which belongs to the peo le of Sau 
Francisco alone. Again, it is said that there are 
b at a dozen or fifteen hydraulic mining companies 
iu the mountains. Mr. President, there are over 
125,1 believe, in Nevada county alone. There are, 
it is true, twelve or fifteen immensely* rich compa- 
uie$. 
For instance, the North Bloomfield Min 
ing Company, in Nevada county, expended about 
82,250,000 before they ever touched the gravel or 
commenced to wash. Well, that is figured up as 
one 
the twelve or fifteen companies. 
But on 
every hillside on the gravel belts there are men who 
have’ their little mines and mine a little each win­ 
ter. 
In Nevada county there are a dozen or fifteen 
mines surrounding almost every rniuing camp. 
Now, it is ali folly to make any sue?, statement here, 
because it is no. borne out by the fac's. 
Mr. l*resident, as I said in tlie beginning, I ex­ 
pected to scatter considerably in this argument, 
and I am satisfied that 1 have. 
But there are 9 0 
many questions, so many propositions which have 
been raised that are untrue, that 1 could not help 
but answer some of them. Now, 1 propose to de­ 
fer further discussion upon this bill until tome 
other time, unless we come to a vote goon. I 


hope that the Senators, I hope that the members 
of this body, will rise above the narrow* view* 
which has been expressed by some, and I hope 
that this matter will be looked upon in its true 
light, as a State measure, and as second in im­ 
portance to none other. I believe it is one which 
should occupy the serious attention of this body, 
and I believe that every member here should vote 
as he sees fit, irrespective of the outside press or 
opinions of those who know very little about the 
matter. 
Relying upon the good judgment and 
sense of fair dealing, I hope to see the present 
bill defeated.
